The Provo Club has been 
serving Provo for half a cen- 
tury, since its founding on Aug. 
1919. The first president of the 
Provo Rotary Club was Rev. 
William F, Buckley. Only one 
of the original charter mem- 
bers, T. Earl Pardoe, is still a 
member. He was a director in 
the original slate of officers.

Rotary Park 

One of the proudest achieve- 
ments of the Provo Club is the 
development of Rotary Park in 
Provo Canyon. The park con- 
tains several acres of well-plan-
